It WON Introdiieed by lll.-itHe Panrnl. 


the \oteil .llntlieniiitleliiii. 


No less u personage than the famous 


mathematician, Blaise rascal. Is said 
to liavo introduced tlie vehU-U; which 
we call the "omnibus." Unlike most 
other men of learning. 1'ascal was more 
or less Interested in tlie affairs of prac- 
tical life, lie was the inventor of tlie 
pushcart that now perambulate.* our 
streets, says the Sciontlllc American. 


In Uilil he had largo wagons built 


for regular trallic in the heart of Paris. 
He allied himself In tills undertaking 
with several Inlluential (rii-iuls, among 
whom was the Duke of Koaiiues. 


In KHJ2 Louis XIV. granted letters 


patent to Pascal, in which it was said 
that those carriages wen; Intended for 
the comfort, of poor people who had to 
go to courts of justice or who were 
sick nnd so poor that they could not af- 
ford to pay the two pLstoes exacted by 
the 
chairmen and 
the 
drivers of 


coaches. 


At first the use of the vehicle was 


not generally permitted. A royal de- 
cree, forbade its use by soldiers,' pages, 
lackeys and other liveried servants, us 
well as artisans and porters. 


Pascal, in spite of the fact that he 


only lived to be thirty-nine, is said to 
have made no Inconsiderable sum out 
Df his invention. 


After the vehicle had been in use 


BOIUO sixteen years it was abandoned 
for Vfirioiis reasons. It was not until 


1S12 
that it was again Introduced, this 


time iu Bordeaux, which city was fol- 
lowed in 1821 by Nantes and in l.S'JT 
by Paris. The vehicle was improved 
iind rapidly became popular. Now it 
has been almost displaced by the tram- 
way. 


Iu modern times the vehicle was 


failed an omnibus simply for the rea- 
son that it was intended for the car- 
riage of all, without any restrictions as 
to lackeys, pages or footmen.

At Alpeua lie found an owner, 


who,

vincing in a horse trainer's book, elab- 
orately strapped the roan's legs ac- 
cording to diagram and then went into 
the stall to wreak vengeance with a 
riding whip. lilue Blazes accepted one 
cut, after whicli he. crushed the aveng- 
er against the plank partition until 
three of the man's ribs were broken.

Soap is 
made to cut oily substances, and in the 
performance of the service for which 
it is made cats the oil out of the waxed, 
oiled or shellacked surface it touches 
and destroys it. 


Where white spots appear ou polish- 


ed surfaces from the dropping of liq- 
uids or from heat the immediate appli- 
cation of raw linseed oil will generally 
restore the color. 
The oil should be- 


let't on the affected spot for several 
hours or over night. Alcohol will per- 
form the service If applied at once to 
rosewood or highly finished mahogany. 
In each Instance, when the color has 
returned, the'spot should be tvpollshed 
with a piece of cheesecloth moistened, 
with turpentine.

that by reason of physical disability he is unable to mark his ballot, can have 
assistance of one or two election officers in marking the same, to be chosen by 
the voter; and if he declares that he is totally blind, he may be assisted by any 
person chosen by him from among the legal voters of the county. The pre- 
siding officer may administer an oath in his descretion, as to such person's 
disability. 
The candidates for the different offices are as follows: There are no party 


nominations so that the voter cannot vote a party ticket, but must vote for 
each individual candidate he desires to vote for by making the proper cross 
mark under the name of said candidate or by writing in the name of the per- 
son desired to be voted for for said office, that is to say, there is no ballot that 
can be voted by one mark oil the top as a party ticket could be voted.

CARE OF FURNITURE. 


How to Clc-tti* Kind Keep It Im Goo* 


Condition. 


The care of furniture woods is an. 


exceedingly interesting part of the in- 
telligent 
housekeeper's duties. The*- 


dally light dusting must supplement 
the weekly rubbing if the "bloom," in. 
this instance not desirable, is to be- 
kept away. 


As a rule, the use of oily restoratives - 


is to be deprecated, says a writer in 
Harper's Bazar. Unless applied by a 
tireless arm and thoroughly rubbed in,, 
and thereafter the piece kept in perfect 
p'olish by a daily rubbing, the oil is- 
sure to form a crust sooner or later 
which is gummy to the touch and not 
pleasing to the eye. 
For.this reason, 


new furniture should bo kept as long • 
as possible without the application of 
such restoratives. 


Furniture which has been finished 


with shellac or varnish, whether in 
glossy or dull finish, should never be 
cleaused with soap or water. Soap is 
made to cut oily substances, and in the - 
performance of the service for which, 
it is made eats the oil out of the waxed, 
oiled or shellacked surface it touches 
and destroys it. 


Where white spots appear on polish- 


ed surfaces from the dropping of liq- 
uids or from heat the immediate appli- 
cation of raw linseed oil will generally 
restore the color. The oil should be- 
;cft on the affected spot for several 
hours or over night. Alcohol will per- 
form the service if applied at once to, 
rosewood or highly finished mahogany.

both ballot clerks, and no other ballot can be used. 


Upon receiving his ballot, the voter must retire alone to a booth 


or compartment and prepare the same for voting. A ballot clerk 
may inform the voter as to the proper manner of marking a ballot 
but he must not advise or indicate in any manner whom to vote for. 
If_it be a general election these words are to follow: the voter if he 
wishes to vote for all the candidates nominated by any party should 
make a cross mark X under the party designation printed at the top 
of the ballot in the circle made for that purpose. 
A ballot so marked 


and having no other mark will be counted for all the candidates 
of that party in the column underneath, unless the names of some 
of the candidates of the party have been erased or a cross mark be 
placed in the square under the name or at any place in the snace oc- 
cupied b3" the name or names of candidates in another and will 
be counted for any name written in lieu of one erased. 
If the voter 


wishes to vote for some of the candidates of different 
political 


parties he should mark a cross mark 
under the name of each can- 


didate he desires to vote for or at any place within the space in 
which the name is printed. If he wishes to vote for a person for 
a certain office whose name is not on the ballot he must write the 
name in the blank space under the printed name of the candidate for 
the office. 
The ballot should not be marked in any other manner. 


If the_ ballot be spoiled it must be returned to the ballot clerk, who 
must issue another in its stead,

to any one voter. Five minutes time is allowed in boorh to mark 
ballot.

The voter should make a cross 
mark under trie name of each candidate he desire to vote for, or at any place 
within

If

•willies to vote for a person for a certain office whose name is not on the ballot, 
he must write the name in the blank space under the printed name of the can- 
didate for the office. 
The ballot should not be marked in any other manner. 


If the ballot be spoiled, it must be returned to the ballot clerk who must issue 
uuother in its stead, but riot more than three in all to any one person. 
Five 


at i minutes time is allowed in the booth to mark ballot. 
Unofficial ballots or 


memoranda to assist the voter in marking his ballot can be taken into the 
booth aud may be u»ed to copy from. 
The ballot must not be shown so that 


auv person can see how it has been marked by the voter. 
After it is marked, 


it should be folded so that the inside cannot be seen, but so that the printed 
endorsements and signatures of the ballot clerks on the outside can be seen. 
Then the voter should pass out of the booth or compartment, "give his name to 
the inspector iu charge of the ballot box. hand him his ballot to be placed in 
the box. and pass out of the voting place. 


A voter who declares to the presiding officer that he is unable to read, or 


that bv reason of physical disability he is unable to mark his ballot, can have 
assistance of one or two election officers in marking the same, to be chosen by 
the voter: and if he declares that he is totally blind, he may be assisted by any 
person chosen by him from among the legal voters of the county. The pre- 
siding officer may administer an oath in his descretion, as to such person's 
disability- 
The "candidates for the different offices are as follows: There are no party 


nominations so that the voter cannot vote a party ticket, but must vote for 
each individual candidate he desires to vote for by making the proper

mark under the name of said candidate or by writing in the name of the per- 
son desired to be voted for for said office, that is to say, there is no ballot that 
can be voted bv one mark on the top as a party ticket could be voted.

He Is well respected by 
thpsu who know him. and, taking every- 
thing into consideration, there has not 
yet appeared the faintest shadow of any 
motive he migrht have had for committing 
the crime with which he is charged. 


And now come the questions: \Vho was 


the old man answering to the name of 
Mark Bentley? What was his business at 
Burrville? The most careful inquiry has 
failed to elicit an answer to these questions.

The 
Puritans used blue starch, though at 
first they had been against the stuff al- 
together, dubbing it 'a certain© kinde of 
liquide matter which they call starch, 
wherein the devil hath willed them to 
wash and dive their ruffes, which, 
when they be dry, will then stand stiffs 
and inflexible about their necks.'
